"No matter when 
order is restored 


in Kussia," the declaration continued. 
"This order cannot be founded on the 
principles which formed the basis of 
the ancient regime.

i'liis plan which was discussed Mon- 


day and is receiving immediate further 
consideration looks to international con- 
trot ot" the colonies, backward nation- 
alities and tribes by individual powers 
or by agents to be known as ''mandator- 
ies"" of the league- of nations. 
These 


agents are to derive all their powers 
from the league and to act entirely on 
the lines of policy dictated by that body. 


The distribution of these guardian- 


ships is to be made by the league of 
nations, so it again happens as in the 
case of many of the projects of reform 
broached at the conference, that its suc- 
cessful application is wholly dependent 
upon the consummation of the league. 


One argument against the league's 


control of the- colonies advanced by the 
British colonial officiaJs was that the 
"mandatories" might feel 
themselves 


saddled with enormous financial respon- 
sibilities in an effort to develop their 
wards, and yet be subject to criticism 
in the event' that they failing to bring 
them forward. 
President Wilson himself felt called 


upon to answer this argument by the 
statement -that the American plan con- 
templated that the mandatory power 
would be liable only for administrative 
expenses; other expenditures would be 
jmade only when authorized by the 
league, unless the colony was able to 
finance itself out of its own resources. 


AY bile the plan has not progressed to 


a point where any attempt has been 
made to assign particular nations to 
these guardianships, the matter has 
been the subject of special thought and 
consideration. 
In tlie case of .-America, 


it has beeii suggested that owing to its 
large influence in Turkey through the 
numerous graduates of Robert college. 
and because of tlie conviction among 
the Turks of the disinterestedness of 
America, if it is called upon to assume 
fsueh charge, it might naturally lirst 
take upon~ itself the guardianship not 
only of Turkey in Europe, but also a 
considerable portion of Turkey's former 
provinces, including Armenia. 


At this moment the whole project is 


still subject to complete readjustment. 
Nevertheless it is felt by some of tile 
delegates that if the league of nations 
is assured on a basis of freedom from dis- 
crimination, the great powers may be 
•Willing to abandon their plans for the 
complete annexation of former German 
colonies and separated sect ions of late 
c-nemy .states, although opposition is ex- 
pected from the colonial governments to 
such a scheme.

Wilson still hopes to avoid a second trip 
to Europe it begins to look as if the 
trend of peace conference affairs will 
cause him to feel impelled to recross 
the Atlantic in the early spring. Re- 
cent statements purporting- to announce 
definitely that the president arranged 
to come back to Paris after going to 
Washington in February and even giv- 
ing the date of his sailing on his return 
trip were founded, it may be said, on no 
definite information. The fact is that 
the president while still hoping it will 
turn out that another trip to Europe 
will be unnecessary is waiting to see what 
the remaining 15 days of his stay in 
France will bring forth before finally 
deciding on his course. 


But the president from the first has 


been holding himself ready to return 
if he thought it necessary and within 
the last day or so he lias told officials 
in his confidence that he was impressed 
with the feeling that it would be his 
duty to return and that he was begin- 
ning to think he could not escape it. 
The president is said to have told his 
confidants that if events pointed to the 
need of his return he felt that his 
course would be found fully justified 
when he addressed congress, as he 
plans to do almost immediately on his 
return to the United States. It has de- 
veloped that he has abandoned the idea 
of returning by way of England and 
stopping at Oxford to receive the de- 
gree which that university desires to 
confer on him. 
If his plans in this 


respect hold, therefore he will sail from 
Brest on the steamer George Wash- 
ington now on her way to France, some 
time between February 10 and February 
15, going direct to the United States.
